COLLEGE GREEN 


One of the main reasons advanced by the 
/rish Times in support of the scheme was 
ihe need to relieve traffic congestion in College 
Green Recently such congestion has become 
so severe as to force the Municipal Council 
and the Port. and Docks Board to revert to 
the scheme for a vehiculat crossing on the 
Metal Bridge site, and it is understood that 
the City ‘Decca and the City Engineer 
are at present engaged on the difficult. pro- 
blem of discovering the necessary southern 


street approaches to the new bridge. 
It is also a i to recall the fact 


that the Contre! Highway Scheme. as 
originally propounded in the Jrish Times, 
‘ormed a feature of Messrs. Abercrombie and 
Kelly’s city plan, which was aig oe the 
£500 prize in the Aberdeen Town Planning 
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Competition in 1015. Since then alternative 
proposals have been adumbrated for cutting 
a new stréet diagonally from the junction of 
South Great George's street (now being 
widened) and Dame street, to the Meta 
Bridge site. Whether such an alternative 
is financially possible, or is desirable as a 
traffic expedient, seems to be open to con- 
siderable doubt. It is, therefore, proposed 
io revive the original /rish Times proposal 
in a somewhat amended form, which will be 
described: and illustrated in a following 
article i 
In this contribution the project will be dis- 
cussed only as an ingredient in the general 
problem of river crossings which must find 
early solution if traffic immobility and chaos 
are to be avoided at the O'Connell Bridge, 
College Green and other central city junctions, 
‘Twenty-five years ago the central highway 
scheme Ná, have probably sufficed to meet 
all pressing needs. To-day it can only be 
regarded as a partial, though necessary, con- 
tribution to more comprehensive measures, 
such as are outlined in the accompanying 
sketch plan and in the following commentary. 


“ TRANSPORTER ” SCHEME 


At a recent meeting of the Port and Docks! ¥ 


Board certain proposals were made which 
seemed to suggest that the position and 
design of a new crossing to eastwards of 
Butt Bridge were matters within the dis- 
eretion of the Board and (or) the Municipal 
Council. In fact, no such discretionary power 
exists. Any new river crossing which may 
now be built can only follow fresh legislation. 

Nine years ago, when the Port Board 
sought powers to rebuild Butt Bridge, the 
Board’s bill, on the motion of the President 
of the Executive Council, was referred to a 
special committee of the Dail, with instruc- 
tions to consider the alternative of a bridge 
immediately in line with Amiens street to 
eastward of the Custom House.

A RINGSEND CROSSING 


In favour of the Ringsend scheme is the 
Iapid eastward expansion of the city and the 
ultimate development of shipping berthages 
to eastwards of the Dodder estuary. The 
case for such a crossing was made a few 
years ago, when proposals for a vehicular 
tunnel (as an addition to the subsequently 
built service tunnel) was abandoned, mainly 
on the grounds of expense. 

Considerations agaiust the Ringsend site 
are the great width of the river at that 
point, the more frequent passage of shipping, 
the need for a secondary bridge across the 
Dodder to connect the southern quays with 
Ringsend, and—above all other considera- 
tions—*he improbability that any serious pro- 
portion of traffic could be diverted to a 
crossing tore than a mile down river from 
(O'Connell Bridge. That a tannel or a bridge 
about that point will ve rejuired before many 
years pass Is highly probable, but not as an 
immediate expedient to replace the defunct 
*‘transporter ” scheme. 

Relatively the arguments in favour of a 
“rise and fall” bridge to connect Guild 
street with Cardiff lane would seem to be 
overwhelming. Whether as the result of 


of mere good fortune, such a crossing would 
form the necessary link in an already existin 
Kast Circular road, running from the North 
Cireynlar road to Grand Canal street on the 
south side of the river, and lead into several 
comparatively wide approaches to south city 
and south suburban destinations. 


RELATIVE DISTANCES 


In order to bring out the direction of, and 
the relative distances covered “by, such an 
East Circular road, its route—and its tribu 
tary approaches—are stressed by heavy 
boundary lines on the’ accompanying map. 
What, let us inquire, are the probabilities 
that such routes would attract substantial 
traffic diversions from central points of con- 
gestion ? 

While public opinion is concentrated upon 
traffic blocks at a few notoriously bad spots 
like College Green, Nelson’s Pillar and South 
Great George’s street; conditions are only 
slightly less bad—~and are steadily becoming 
jorse—at such points as Cork Hill, Tara 
street, Westland rew, Amiens street and 
North Wall. Any “ways round” which 
would fail to take considerable pressure away 
from such points should be rejected ont of 
hand. Let us, therefove, examine the Guild 


| street bridge proposal from that vitally im- 


portant aspect. To what extent would it 
tempt drivers, to go round, instead of 
through, central congested areas? Would 
savings in timo attract motorists to slightly 
longer, wider and less crowded routes? 


POSSIBLE ROUTES 


By sélecting » few well-known points, and 
taking closely approaimate comparative inter- 
vening distauces, we will make some interest- 
ing discoveries. For instance :—

“Still more striking are the gdventages 
which the proposed route would offer to 
traffic between busy points immediately north 
and south of the river. As an example, the 
distance from Alexandra road by Butt Bridge

NEW ’BUS ROUTES 

By way of further relief to central traffic 
congestion, it is suggested that the New 
Bridge and its approaches would permit of 
the development of new trans-river omnibus 
services between, say, Drumcondra and Ulon- 
tarf on the north side, and Donnybrook and 
Rathmines areas on the south. Wirth Beres- 
ford place as their central point of call, such 
services could better vass over Butt Bridge 
(relieved of its present congestion) or across 
the New Bridge to their southern destina- 
tions. Incidentally, shelter for passengers 
on such services could be provided by the 
simple expedient of adapting the presently 
unused spaces under the railway viaduct in 
Beresford -piace as waiting rooms. Sooner 
or later—as tramcar services fade out, and 
‘bus services increase—trans-lLiffey ‘bus 
routes . must inevitably develop. In such 
developments the East Circular road,as shown 
on our map, would furnish indispensable 
facilities. 


TOWN-PLANNING ASPECTS 


With great propriety, though somewhat 
tardily, the Port and Docks Board appear to 
have decided to confer with the Corporation 
on the town-planning aspects of their bridge 
proposals. Had such consultations taken 
place ten years ago there can be little doubt 
that the unfortunate “ transporter ” expedient 
would never have received legislative 
sanction, and the Board would not now 
appear merely to have put forward such a 
proposal as means by which to induce the 
Oireachtas to approve the costly—from the 
point of view of central congestion—useless, 
expedient of rebuilding Butt Bridge. 
Meantime, however, the Board’s discovery 
that a ‘‘ rise and fall ” structure has every- 
thing to commend it greatly simplifies the 
whole problem, and only the question of its 
location remains to be settled. From every 
practical planning aspect the imovitable 
decision would seem to favour the position 
selected for the abandoned ‘“‘ transporter ” 


scheme. Should town-planning experts fail to | 


recognise its obvious strategical merits, and 
to advise in favour of its immediate adoption, 
it may he difficult to avoid the conclusion 
(already entertained in many quarters) that 
the ‘town and Regional Planning Act is more 
likely to delay than to promote and expedite 
practical remedies for evils which are both 
obvious and pressing. 


AIRPORT PROBABILITIES 


If, and when, the decision is taken to carry 
out the easement which is outlined in our 
map the Port Board and. the Corporation may 
usefully proceed to consider the wider plan- 
ning aspects of the suggested Ringsend bridge 
or tunnel. With the rapid development of 
the Alexandra Basin area, and the probability 
that Sandymount Strand will develop as a 
great civic airport, some further trans-river 
contacts will undoubtedly become necessary. 
Meanwhile, to regard the Guild street, and 
tingsend projects as rivals, rather than 
partners, in eastern city organisation would 
seem to suggest lack of a sense of realities, 
of vision, and of faith in the future of city 
and port ! 

In a further contribution feasons will be 
assigned for the view that the Central High- 
way Scheme, as indicated on our map, shoyld 
be incorporated in whatever legislation is 
necessary to authorise the substitution of a 
“rise and fall” structure for the ' trans- 
orter’’ expedient. which was, so un- 
ortunately. authorised by the Act of 1929.

Continental Influence 


Pioneers of the Medern Movement: From 
Williem Morris t Walter Gropius. By 
Niokolaus Pevsner, London: Faber and Faber. 


HIS handsome, well-illustrated volume 
sve an excellent résumé, of the 
growth of modern art, chiefly in building 
and decoration. opens with that 


serene, cg ce » genius, Morris, who 
broke us th ictorian tradition and 
taught men to paper their walls with 
beauty instead of with ugly confusion ; 
it shows us the dignified architecture of 
Norman Shaw, when England held the 
lead. Then it describes the gathering 
force of modernism, the cosmopolitan 
realistic art, from which Englan stood 
aloof—so that, as the author says, Eng- 
land is the one land that has lapsed into 
imitation of old styles. 


Gropius 


We cannot share the writer’s . enthu- 
siasm for all the examples that he ad- 
duces of the new Teutonic art. There is 
much to be learnt from the austere 
manner of Gropius, no doubt; but his 
factories do not cast a spell upon us, de- 
spite this elequent summary of his 
achievement :— 

There is something sublime in this 
effortless mastery of material and weight. 
Never since the Sainte-Chapelle and the 
choir of Beanvais had the human art 
of building been so triumphant over 
matter. 

Yet the character of the new buildings 
is entirely un-Gothic, anti-Gothic. While 
in the thirteenth century all lines, 
functional though they were, served the 
one artistic purpose of pointing. heaven- 
wards, to a goal beyond this world, and 
walls were made translucent to carry the 
transcendental magic of saintly figures 
rendered in coloured gless, the glass 
walls are now clear and without mystery, 
the steel frame is hard, its expression 
regardless of other worldly speculation. 

t is the creative energy of this world 
in which we live and work and which 
we want to master, a world of science 
and technique, of speed and danger, of 
hard struggles and no personal security, 
that is glorified in Gropius’s architecture. 
ture, 


Marionettes 
———- 


Marionettes at Home. By C. $. Forester 
London: Joseph. 7/6 net. 


HE author of ‘‘ Payment Deferred ” 

begins his small book with an apology, 
although he observes that ‘‘ there really 
seems very little need to explain or to 
apologise for the ambition to own one’s 
own theatre.” The ambition was fired in 
him after a series of trying struggles with 
“ flesh and blood actors making (or trying 
to make) the gestures I had imagined for 
them.” In “a wild wave of reaction ” he 
came to believe that “it would be far 
better to be able just to have to pull a 
string in order to achieve my effects.” 
Subsequently it only needed a visit to 
someone else’s marionette theatre, and a 
discussion in the Café Royal for 
‘* Forester’s Marioneties - to come to 
birth. 

This book tells how the theatre itself 
was made of odds and ends; how the 
marionettes were made (mainly) of plastic 
wood and infinite patience; and of how, 
after long weeks of practice, the first show 
was given. It was in truth a terrific 
success. On the jacket of ‘‘ Marionettes 
at Home ’’ the publishers prophesy that 
the marionette theatre may become the 
autumn hobby of many people seeking 
some way to employ their evenings, and 
they suggest that Mn Forester will be 
held responsible. Unlike a number of 
publishers’ prognostications, this one may 
be accurate; for Mr. Forester has written 
with irresistible enthusiasm and a good 
deal of irresistible humour. With this 
lead there is no knowing what may 


happen. 


He's Got a Million. By V. Krymov. Allen 


and Unwin. 78. 6d. net. 


M. Krymov writes of St. Petersburg before 
and during the first day of the Russian 
revolution. Journalists, officers, financiers, 
drunkards, courtesans, politicians and Grand 
Dukes make love, make money, eat, drink 
and enjoy themselves with the feverish energy 
of a man who knows he has but a few weeks 
to live. There have been many descriptions 
of the social causes of the revolution; but 
few writers can have shown the inevitability 
of the crash in a more entertaining dramatic 
fashion than Krymov. Yet at all times one 
feels that this is no exaggeration; that the 
author himself lived through those hectic 
months, himself took part in the dinners, 
the lunches, the sumptuous parties. ‘‘ He’s 
Got a Million” is written in a particularly 
abrupt, tense style, and the English reader 
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names; but quickly he will find himself 
caught up. in the whirling speed of the 
narrative, 


Poison in Public. By Charles Barry. Hurst 
and Biackett, 7/6 net. 


_ Mr. Barry has given us a detective story 
in which the characters are human people— 
they act m the normal manner which one 
‘would expect of the average human being. 

The motiveless murder of Mr. Warburn. 
by poison, in the saloon of “'The Red Hat” 
sets Inspector Hardy a problem which he him- 
self at the outset admits to be baffling.

‘The Lost Wagon Train. By Zane Grey. 
Quick Triggers. By Eugene Cunningham.

HE charm about the fine Western novels 
Cá of Zane Grey is that in almost every 

case the author is actually describing 
something which not only might easily have 
occurred, but which serves to illustrate the 
period about which he is writing. It is thus 
that we get historical accuracy combined with 
a rattling good romantic story, ' The Lost 
Wagon Train” brings back days of the 
great prairie wagons, which, braving hostile 
Indians and the countless perils of the wild, 
gradually breught civilisation to the North 
American wilderness, 

The story is of a young Southerner who 
kas turned against his ra agai and who, 
in league with Satana, the bloodthirsty chief 
of the Kiowas, betrays a large caravan: to 
the Indians. The after-effect of this upon 
his life and the torment of retributive re- 
morse make a really fine tale. 

‘Quick Triggers’ brings back the bad old 
days, when to be rapid “‘on the draw ” meant 
more than Chró cu qualities in the in- 
dividual, It has a strong and healthy love 
interest and brings in again the redoubtable 
Chihuahua and aronnd him all the colour and 
action of those lawless days. 


Manhattan Side Street. By Jay Dratter. 


Methuen, 7'6 net, 
Fs his first novel Mr. Dratler has chosen 


a theme that appears to exercise an in- 

escapable fascination over modern 
American writers. The slum life of New 
York is rich in an atmosphere which can be 
created by “tough’’ dialect, assault, possibly 
a murder, a heat wave, Jewish families, 
Italian grocers, and a couple of love affairs, 


wherein romance triumphs ever poverty and 
squalor, To convey this admittedly dramatic 


may find it difficult to cope with the Russian atmosphere necessitates in the main only 


accurate reporting. Mr. Dratler’s “Manhattan 
Side Street,” tells its own story; just as 
Williamsburg, Brooklyn. and The Bronx have 
told theirs. These novels of the seamy side of 
New York provide more exciting entertain- 
ment than, say, the English novel of farms 
and farmers; but, like American gangster 
pictures, they suffer from an obvious 
similarity of plot or, more accurately, the 
series of rapid incidents which go to form 
their substance are too mach the same. It 
must be allowed, however, that Mr. Dratler 
writes with remarkable fluency and constraint 
for a novice, 


They Call It Peace, By irene Rathbone, 
Dent. 9/- net. 


ISS IRENE RATHBONE writes a long 
M and serious novel which cannot be 
dismissed lightly, because one feels 
that she is painstaking and sincere, Yet 
we cannot say that we found the book enjoy: 
able. Tho canvas is far too large and too 
crowded, and the theme or, rather, themes 
cverworked. The story is divided into four 
parts. The first, “1914. And After,” 
attempts a comprehensive survey of the “Var 
end All That,” different classes of society, 
cifferent areas of war, different tem ments 
and different’sexes. In addition, Miss Rath- 
bone creates a somewhat arbitrary family 
of brothers and sisters: two to represent the 
war generation and. two..the post-war. ‘lhe 
remaining parts deal with the crises of 1926, 
19290‘ and 1934, and are mainly political. In 
spite of the meticulous detail of this author 
we do not think that she has got anywhere 
in this laboriowsly and artificially contrived 
plot. 


Men Ask For Beauty. By Rosalind Wade. 
Collins, 98/6 net. 


Miss Rosalind Wade has an axe to grind, 
too; but she never allows it to mar her 
novel qua novel. “ Men Ask for Beauty”’ is 
about as enthralling a story as she has yet 
given us. Even a Hin h she indulges in the 
tashionable-lenzth novel, she succeeds in sus- 
taining our interest in her very ordinary, but 
very real, people. She writes of a girl of the 
working classes who is left behind. by her 
young man. Bert Roost’s rise to fame is 
meteoric, but Miss Wade makes it sufficiently 
credible for us: to accept it on trust. She 
also makes it possible for us to understand 
his neglect of his family and his treachery 
to his girl. If she fails psychologically in 
this story it is in her presentation of Dorrie’s 
eventual outbreak, but we have to remind 
ourselves that ‘“‘even a worm may turn.” 
All this fine capacity for character-making 
and story-telling does not prevent Miss. Wade 
from drawing our attention to social unfair- 
nesses and to crying needs for reform.

The system was that the 
Committee budgetted for their exact require- 
ments during the year, and payment of this 
sum was to be made by the two major bodies 
in the county (the Corporation and the 
County Council) at the beginning of each 
quarter. Prompt payment was necessary, as 
the Committee had no surplus funds, but 
seldom was it met by the Corporation before 
the middie or even the end of the quarter. 


SIGNING THE MEMORIAL

Three British subjects and two 
Americans were captured by the insurgents 
in dramatic circumstances south of 
Madrid; Three of them narrowly escaped 
with their lives. 

They . are Captain Lance, Acting 
Honorary Aftaché of the British Embassy 
in Madrid; Mr. William Hall, an ofiicial 
of the Anglo-South American Bank; Mr. 

enis Weaver, Correspondent of the 
News-Chronicle; Mr, James Ninifie, an 
American newspaper correspondert; and 
Mr. Henry Gorrel, an American News 
Agency correspondent. They have been 
set at provisional liberty under super- 
vision. 

Captain Lance and Mr. Hall were 
captured when they were travelling 
together on the road between Madrid and 
Aranjuez in a solitary touring car. Owing 
to the speed of the insurgents’ operations 
the two men did not realise that an im- 
poyant road junction had been cut off 
from the capital that very morning. 

“ We suddenly saw that the road ahead 
of us was covered with Moorish cavalry 
and Legionaries’’ Captain Lance ' told me. 
‘We instantly stopped the car and got 
out with our hands raised over our heads 
in surrender. The Legionaries then took 
us prisoners.”’ 

The two Britons were taken across 
country to Talavera and then set at pro- 
visional liberty under the supervision of 
an officer, prior to being interviewed by 
General Franco himself. 


CHAUFFEUR SHOT 


The British and American newspaper- 
men had an even narrower escape, for the 
chauffeur of their car was shot dead. 

They wished to see the Aranjuez sector, 
where General Monasterio’s column has 
been carrying out a series of tapid opera- 
tions, and they accordingly got a car and 
drove out from Madrid. Not knowing the 
exact posftion of the opposing forces, the 
journalists drove straight into the insur- 
gents before they realised it. 

They were following a lorry, when 
suddenly they were subjected to a hail of 
fire, the bullets churning up the road all 
round them. The lorry turned tai] and 
rushed back to the capital, but the driver 
of the car had difficulty in turning. He 
manceuvred feverishly. but before he could 
get away he was killed by a bullet.
